After the Surveyors had done' their Work, his 
Grace, finding that his Part of the Bills brought in 
for the Work, amounted to upwards of ſirty Pounds, 
inſiſted, that the Surveyor and Work-men' employ d 


upon his Account, ſhould be paid by the Executors; 


bur this being an extravagant Demand, and altoge- 
ther unreaſonable, it was not conſented todo 
Altho' before my Work-men join d with his Grace's 
Work-men in ſurveyir 
made to Mr. Edwards, bound himſelf to ſubmit all 
Queſtions in Law, ariſing upon the ſeveral Articles 
mention d throughout the whole Survey te be laid be- 
fore the two Chief Juſtices for their Deciſion, and to 
abide by their Deciſion; yet after I had been drawn 
in to joyn in the Survey, he preſs'd that the Arhi- 
trators ſnould be put under Reſtrictions, and be con- 
find to conſider no more of the Survey than thofe 
Parts of it that related to COINS; OUT- SIDE 
PAINTING; BRICK COPING, TIMBER 
TO BE USD AT BOTH HOUSES, all which 
Artieles together did not take in One Third of the 
Value of the Survey. And becauſe Mr. Edwards did 
afterwards agree, in cafe his Grace did ſet about the 
ſpeedy Repair of the Wharf, as his Grace in all haſte 
pretended: ro be willing to do, that his Demands on 
#bat Head ſhould not be prejudicid, he perfiſted in 
prefling, that the chief Fuſtices ſhould be under Re- 


ttrictions, and deelin'd his Agreement of referring all 


Queftions in Lam to them, and finally inſiſted, that 
they ſhould be allowed to derermine upon no more 
than the Three or Four Particulars abovemention d, 
and would not be prevail'd with ro ſtand by his firſt 


Agreement, tho Mr. Edwards, by his Letter to h 


Grace, dated 26 Fuly x 716, incrmared, in the plaineft 
Terms, chat by his Conceſhon concerning the Wharf, 
he did not intend, or think: his Grace apprehended he 
intended thereby to. vary the Original Agreement, or to 
alter the Propoſition they firſt ſet out upon, of referring 
all.

This Treatment I have zeafon to complain of, as 1 
have alfo of his Grace's inſiſting upon unreaſonable 
Preliminaries, without ſaying one word of them till 
he had, for a long time, by ſpecious Pretences of 
coming to an amic ble Accommodation, and by a 
fair Premiſe of referring all Queſtions in Law, arifing 
on the Huey, to the Two Chief Fuſtices, in a manner, 


drawn me in to permit my Work- men to byn with - 
his in ſurveying the Palaces. s.. 


As I am a Clergyman, his Grace may imagine, upon 
the Account of his high Station, rhat I am under a 
Neceſſity. eicher of fubmirring ro his exorbitaut De- 
mands, or loſing hs Favour in the way of my Pro- 
feſſion; but I confider my ſelf as an Zagliſb. gan, 
and as tuch, I am ſenfible chat tis my Duty not to 


the Palaces, he had by promiſe 


bear Burthens, which our Conſtitution. and the Laws 
of the Land don't lay upon me; nor do I eſteem Fa- 
voler, if it is not to be purchasd and kept at a more 
eaſy rate than the Expence of my Reputation, which 
I muſt for ever forfeir, if I ſuffer myſelf. to be pre- 
vail'd upon to betray my Truſt. 1 | 
I aſſure you, that I will be faithful ro my Truſt 
but a Save to no Man; and ſince I will not be fo, I 
cannot be tame under Oppreſſion. | 
His Grate, (norwithſtanding his Agreemenr of re- 
ferring our Diſpute ro be determin d by the Two 
Chief Juſtices,) being inclin'd to ſue me; I defir'd, by 
my Agent Mr. Edwards, that 4 Trial might be had, 
by conſent, at Kingſton Aſſizes, to determine what 
were Legal Repairs: But my Application, inſtead of 
Succeſs, mer with a flat Denial; and from rhence I 
had Grounds to conclude, that the prerended Wil- 
lingneſs to ſubmit to the Judgment of my Lord Chance!- 
lor, and the Triat propos'd to be had in Weſtminſter- 
Hall, by conſent, were nothing berrer, nor can be 
call'd by any ſofter Name than Amuſements. >: 
The Tranſaction between his Grace and Mr. E4- 
wards, happen'd while I was at Canterbury, to attend 
his Grace's Vifirarion, and was not clearly underſtood 
by me, before I receiv'd from Mr. Edwards a fair 
Copy of Mr. Fames's Survey, wich Mr. Dikenſon's 
Obſervations thereupon ; and before, by Diſcourſe 
with Mr. Edwards, I was fully inform'd of the Origi- 
nal Agreement made between his Grace and him, with 
relation to the Reference to the Two Chief Juſtices, 
which Contract of his Grace's is deſcrib'd in che Ex- 
tract, which I have given you from Mr. Edwards's 
Lerter, wherein Mr. Edwards particularly puts his 
Grace in mind, that this Reference was the Propoſition 
they firſt ſet out upon, it being made before his Grace's 
Workmen and mine join'd in raking the Survey, as 
I have already obſerv'd. 99 Fogh res, 
About the 24 Week in July I left Canterbury. © _ 
On the 18th Day of the fame Month I waiced up- 
on Dr. Paul, at London, who was employed by his 
Grace, both ro write and to difcourfe with me up- 
on the Subject of Dilapidations. The Doctor made a 
Propofal, which I. inſtantly gave into, and went to 
him the next Day with Mr. Edwards to confider. of, 
and to agree to a Form of a Letter, which he ſent 
to his Grace, then in Dorſetſhire ; a Copy of which 
Letter, as far as it relates to Dilapidations, and rhe 
offer of a Reference ro rhe Two Chief Fuſtices, who, 
according to his Grace's Agreement with Mr. Edwards 
in my Abſence, were to judge of this Controverſy,

Being inform'd, after this Letter was writ, that 
his Grace was defirous to have a Promiſe-under my

Your grateful Acknowledgments, and mine, are 
due to my Lord Dorſet; and alſo to my Lord Parker, 
who at the Requeſt of my Lord Dorſet, has con- 


deſcended to be an Arbitrator, if his Grace conſents 


e f Auguſt I wrote to my Lord 
n the beginning o I wrote. to my Lor 
Chief Fuſtice ne, and do every Poſt expect a fa- 
vourable Anſwer. 1 
All I have been able to do is not ſufficient to give 


his Grace Satisfaction. 


On the 3d of this Inſtant September, I waited up- 
on his Grace, and preſs'd earneſtly that my Lord 
Chief Juſtice Parker and my Lord Chief Fuſtice King 
might be Referecs; but notwithſtanding his Grace had 
agreed with Mr. Edwards to abide by their Deciſion, 
yet then I could not prevail with him to ſtand by 
that Agreement. | 
After 1 found his Grace ſeem'd to be reſolv'd to 
decline the Two Chief Juſtices, 1 propos d, that this 
Diſpute might be left ro the Determination of ſome 
of the Eiſhops. He mentioned the Biſhop of Lincoln. 
I objeged againſt him, becauſe 775 well as for other 

e of him as an Evi- 
dence, and I had made a rough Draught of Interro- 
gatories, in order to his being examin'd at a proper 
Time, tho' I intended to have the ſame Interroga- 
tories put to other Witnefles, who might not be ſup- 
pos d to be ſo much under Obligations to the pre- 
tent Archbiſhop, as his Lordſhip is well known to be. 
After the Biſhop of Lincoln, his Grace menrion'd my 
Lord Biſhop of Rocheſter, and my Lord Biſhop of Lon- 
don. I made no Obje&ion againſt either of them, but 
he preſencly thought fit ro drop them. If he had

come heartily ineo, and would have load by the Pro- 


poſal of determining this Diſpuate, by. a Reference to 
ſome of my Lords the Biſhops; one of their Lord- 
ips, that is noc here nam d, did, upon an Applica- 
tion, which I had made provifionally, honaue me ſo 
far, as to promiſe me to be an Arbitrator. - 

But thus is not all. Upon che fame Day of Sep- 
tember, his Grace and I actually agreed upon a Re- 


ference, he propos d, and fix d upon Sir Milliam Trum- 


bal; and , on my Lord Parker.; but this Agreement, 


within fs than a Week's. time, he refus d to abide by, 


and inſiſted upon Preliminaries, which were fent after 
me into rhe Country, but were not ſo much as men- 
tion'd when his Grace and I agreed upon the Refe- 
rence. And ſince ihat time his Grace has been ſo 
candid as to own, as I am inform'd by a Letter from 
Mr. Edwards, that by my Diſcourſe wich kim, he 


doubted that F had none of choſe things in View, 
that are mention d in the Preliminaries, which ke 


now inſiſts upon. One of which Preliminaries is, 
that the Arbitrators, in their Derermination, ſhall 
not have regard to Equity, but ſhall be tied up to 
make their Award upon what they ſhall judge to be 
Legal Right, (char is,) in other words, according to 
my Apprehenſion, the Rigor of the Law ſhall be the 
only Guide that the Arbitrators ſhall be allowed to 
make uſe of for their Direction. This I take to be 
contrary to the Nature and Deſign of all Arbitrations: ; 
and therefore my Anſwer was to this effect, that I 
never did, nor can conſent to this Preliminary. 

None of the preſent Biſhops are poſſeſs'd of Two. 
Houſes, ſo ancient as thoſe: at Lamb-hith and Croydon, 
that are in ſo good Repair, as bath thoſe Houſes are; 
nor are there in any County of England ten Parſonage 
Houſes (except ſuch as have been built ſince the Fire 
of London) ſo well repair d. CTY | 

The preſent Archbiſhop, by ſuing; us, gives an Ex- 
ample that may excite ſucceeding Biſhops to ſue 
the Executors of the whole Bench of Biſhops ; and 
the Clergy, that ſhall hereafter fill vacant Livings, 
may, from this Inſtance, he encourag'd to vex with 
Law Suits, the Executors of the preſent Incumbents, 
and to make exorbitant Demands, and to tear great 
Sums from them, to the Ruin of many poor Wi- 
dows and Children, and to the Impoveriſhment of 
many other Perſons nearly related to the Clergy, 
under colour of Legal Right, and pretence of Dues 
for Dilapidations. wy 

As for my ſelf, I am acquainted with Induſtry, 
and che Ways of making an honeſt Improvement of 


what I have, and I bleſs God for giving me a Heart. 


to expend out of that, with an open and liberal Hand, 
when the Service of my Country, or the Welfare of 
e Friends, make it expedient for me ſo 
to do. 1 
And therefore, wich reſpe& to what I am to pay, 
I ask no Favour : I demand Juſtice only. I will not 
be falſe ro my Truſt, and upon chat Account, I can- 
not act ſo diſhonourably as to conſent to the Preh- 
minaries that are now inſiſted upon. 72

The Demands upon Us are as exorbitant as ever 
were heard of, it being, amongſt other Things, re- 
quir'd of us to make good all the Stone-work that 
has been decaying for. ſeveral Centuries. 

The great-Article is the Wharf. This is ſuppos'd 
to be as old as the Foundation of the Hauſe, which 
was laid about the Year 1184, if it was not laid be- 
fore. By Reaſon of its great Age, the Repairs of 
the Srone-work, and other Work to be done, inclu- 
ding Timber (cho there are many Trees preſery'd 
for the Uſe of the See in Norword, and larger and 


more valuable Trees in the Woods about Canterburv) 


are laid at 1028 J. os. 6d. 

The Money expended in Repairs for the laſt XX 
Years, is repreſented to be little or nothing. We 
are calld upon not only to pay ſuch Sums as may be 
pretum'd to be ſufficient to auſwer any Defects that 
may have happen'd in the Time of the lace Archbi- 
ſhop, bur for ſome Defects, beſides thaſe mention'd 
in the Stone-work, that have been growing about 
500 Fears. 

We are call'd upon in ſuch a Manner, as may give 
Us to underſtand, that we ought not only to make 


the Palace ſtrong and firm, but we muſt provide for 


Ornaments, and make tt magnificent, 


The Article of Window Frames of Stone, and 


Windows, beſides Saſhes, is charg'd at between two 
and three Hundred Pounds. 


If we comply with his Grace, and pay every Sum 


ſet down in the Survey, we cannot expect to have 
our Accounts allowed in Chancery; all we can hope 
is, that ſome Hiſtorian may tell the World, that out 
of the Eſtate left by an Archbiſhop (who loyd Plain- 
neſs, and who, in all Stations of Lite, induſtriouſly 
avoided Pomp and Shew) his Executors were ſo vain, 
as to beautiſie and adorn the Palaces belonging to the 
See of Canterbury, in ſach a Manner as never was 
deſcribed to be done before. 
Io give you a Taſte of what is expected * 
Us, and that you may ſee upon what uſeful Arti- 
cles the Money may be laid out, I tranſcribe the 
Beginning of Mr. Fames's Survey, where he obſerves, 
what Things may be done, to make the Friſon for 
Hereticks a more ſightly Apartment, cer it has 
been ſince Queen Marys Time. 5 1777
